HE Los Angeles aqueduct has 
$1,000,000 in salvage almost ready 
for the market. Because of this 


invited the members of the Council to 
a conference at the aqueduct offices 
where the nature of the materials and 
the method of disposal were discussed 
informally. . 

- ‘The principal salvage is the cement 
mill at Monolith which made all the 
cement used in building the great con- 
duit from the Owens River intake. It 
has a capacity of 1200 barrels a day 
and Chief Engineer Mulholland be- 
lieves in business hands ft wif? be- 
come the best mill in the State for 
commercial purposes. Its product has 
been sold at $1.40 a barrel to the other 
departments of the city. while com- 
mercial es are about $2 a barrel. 
The plant represents an invest- 
ment of $800,000 and proved a great 
economy in aqueduct financing. There 
are members of the Council who be- 
lieve it should be kept to furnish the 
municipal work of the future with 
cement. t against this is the ex- 
perience of cities trying to market the 
production of such a mill under polit- 
ical control in competition with milis 
working under business control.

Judge Bordwell said that from a 
careful consideration of the law ap- 
plicable togthe facts created in this 
case, the conclusion seems inevitable 
that it is competent for a water com- 
pany to fix the rate of service until 
the Board of Supervisors upon a hear-

Until the Supervisors take jurisdic-

time to time. If the rate is too high 
the only remedy open to the consumer 
is to present the case to the Super- 
visors in the manner provided by law.
